through a system of forced loans. 
Senator Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
asked the Senate to write wealth 
eonscription in the draft measure. 
Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 


ana, made the point of order that 
Lee's amendment was an attempt 
to originate revenue-raising legisla- 
tion in the Senate, a function given 
exclusively to the House by the 
Constitution. His objection was 
referred to a vote and sustained. 

Lee had proposed to “draft” 
wealth by authorizing the Presi- 
dent, in an emergency, to direct 
that a census of the net wealth 
and income be taken of every citi- 
gen and alien. 

Whenever it became necessary 
for the Government to borrow 
money for any defense emergency 
which also required the conscrip- 
tion of man power, the Treasury 
would be authorized to issue bonds 
bearing 1 per cent interest. Indi- 
Viduals then would be forced to 
purchase these bonds on a basis of 
their prorated income and wealth.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
Leon Trotsky, the Bolshevik who 
Was assaulted yesterday by an as- 
sassin with a pickax, lay near death 
today in this, the land of his long 
exile. 

So grave was his condition that 
it was decided to bring brain spe- 
cialists herg by chartered plane 
from the United States, 


Trotsky, attacked by a man long 
known as his “devoted friend,” was 
in a coma. 

In a moment of consciousness 
during the night he had told those 
grouped anxiously about his bed: 

“I was seated when he struck 
me... . I got up, I grabbed him. 
Then I ran to close the door .. .” 


American Questioned. 


Sylvia Agaloff of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
identified by police as the sister of 
a former secretary of Trotsky, was 
questioned all day today. Officers 
said she was the sister of Ruth 
Agaloff, one of Trotsky’s secreta- 
ries during his stay in Paris a few 
years ago, 

Police raided a hotel room occu- 
pied by Sylvia Agaloff and Trot- 
sky’s alleged assailant, who was 
known as “Frank Jackson.” His 
real name, police said, was Jacques 
Mortan Vandendreischd, 36, a na- 
tive of Teheran, Iran (Persia). 
They said they seized English, 
French and Russian correspond- 
ence which they were translating. 

The one-time Russian War Min- 
ister, who for years has been 
among the most bitter of all crit- 
ics of the Soviet Russian rule of 
Josef Stalin, had a wound in th 
skull which left the brain exposed 
and a fracture at the skull base. 
Two other blows from the ax in- 
jured his right shoulder and right 
hip. 

Surgeons operated on Trotsky 
last night, a few hours after he 
was set upon in the offic. of his 
home in nearby Coyoacan, 


Oxygen Administered. 


Oxygen was administered to the 
Russian who escaped unharmed an 
assassination attempt by a ma- 
chine-gun band May 24, 

Police said the “friend” who at- 
tacked Trotsky studied in France 
and became a subject of Belgium. 
He said he was a writer, but so far 
as could be learned he had no jour- 
nalistic connections in Mexico. 

He had known Trotsky a year, 
frequently visited the walled-in, 
well-fortified Coyoacan estate, and 
often dined privately with Trotsky 
while the two discussed political 
ideas.

ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
The Greek army canceled all leaves 
for officers and men today and a 
responsible spokesman said “We 
will not be caught by surprise if 


Greece should be invaded.” 

Only yesterday, in the third move 
to strengthen the army within a 
week, the Government called to 
arms several thousand men of a 
number of military classes. 

Greece’s precautions have been 
taken amid growing tension with 
Italy precipitated by Italian charges 
Greece was responsible for the as- 
sassination of Daut Hoggia, an Al- 
banian.

Penal authorities, in answer to 
a citizen’s inquiry, disclosed that 
Fred (Killer) Burke, gangster of 
the prohibition era, who died re- 
cently, had acquired the estate 
through his own industriousness. 
Burke had a St. I.ouis crime career. 

William C. Fowler of Carlshend, 
Mich., had complained to Gov. Lu- 
ren D. Dickinson that it seemed 
“irregular” a person could acquire 
that much money behind prison 
bars when he, a law-abiding citizen, 
was unable to do so. 

Answering the complaint, War- 
den Simon R. Anderson of the Mar- 
quette branch prison, explained that 
Burke was permitted to set himself 
up in business as a manufacturer 
of leather goods. Burke prospered 
to such an extent that he took in 
partners and employed other in- 
mates to make goods which were 
sold to tourists through a prison 
concession stand. 

Anderson said that, while the in- 
ventory showed $9000 worth of wal- 
lets, purses, belts, suspenders and 
other articles, Burke left a cash 
balance of only $111.13. He said the 
estate could be liquidated for not 
more than $4500, and “it may take 
a number of years to realize that 
much.” 

Burke had been sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the killing of a

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 21 
(AP).—An affidavit charging Unit- 
ed States District Judge Merrill E. 
Otis with bias and prejudice and 
asking for the designation of an- 
other Judge in the trial of two in- 
dictments pending against him, was 
filed for Tom Pendergast today by 
his attorneys. 

Pendergast is accused jointly 
with R. E. O'Malley, former State 
Superintendent of Insurance, and 
A. L. McCormack, St. Louis insur- 
ance man, in the indictments. One 
charges the three with conspiracy 
to obstruct justice in the notorious 
Missouri fire insurance compro- 
mise, the other that they conspired 
to defraud the United States by in- 
terfering with the administration 
of a judiciary which approved the 
fraudulent settlement. 

Trial of the two indictments is 
set for Sept. 9, 

The attorneys charge Judge Otis 
publicly expressed the belief that 
Pendergast conspired with O'Malley 
and McCormack to bring about the 
Settlement when the jurist instruct- 
ed a Federal grand jury June 24. 

Pendergast and O'Malley have 
served prison terms for income tax 
evasion. Both were sentenced by 
Judge Otis, 

Otis may ask the senior Federal 

Judge in the district that the re- 
quest be granted or refused. 
In another legal action involve. 
ing Pendergast, the Kansas City 
Concrete Pipe Co. filed suit otday 
to determine whether the former 
political boss or heirs of the late 
Edward L. Schneider own 125 
Shares of its stock and $5000 in 
dividends. 

Schneider was secretary-treasurer 
of several Pendergast-owned busi- 
ness firms. He plunged to his death 
from the Fairfax Bridge last May 
1 during a Federal investigation,

FFORTS to have Jim Thorpe’s 
EF Olympic medals, won at 
Stockholm in 1912, restored 
to him have been abandoned. 
. . . The movement was doomed 
to failure because the trophies 
had been passed on to men who 
finished second to the Indian, 
after it was discovered’ that 
Thorpe had played professional 
baseball under an assumed name 
before the Stockholm games. 

However, one thing could be 
done. They could put 
Thorpe’s name and marks back 
in the athletic guides, instead 
of leaving his record a blank. 

. One of the greatest ath- 
letes of all time should not 
be blasted from the records 
because of a technical offehse. 

. . « Thorpe had never profes- 
sionalized himself in track and 
field. . . . And probably many 
an Olympic athlete was actual- — 
ly more guilty than Thorpe. 

. . . 

And, while they are at it, the 
athletic officials should restore 
the great performances of Ar- 
thur Duffey, formerly of George- 
town University. . . . Duffey 
was the first athlete officially 
to run 100 yards in 93-5 sec- 
onds. . And this figure was 
not surpassed for many years. 

Duffey later was declared guilty 
of professionalism... .

When gigantic air battles began last week, each side redoubled 
fts efforts to convince Americans that it would win final victory. 
British speakers suggested that Dr. Gobbels had “decided that all 
wt British losses in the air shall be multiplied by 10”; the German 
radio replied that British claims of victory were “not worth quarrel- 
ing about,” as German bombers droned over England. The German 
radio declared, “(reat Britain lies cut off and encircled by the military 
might of Germany,” British speakers stubbornly replied, “Let ‘em 


many accountable to the United 
States for her action in Europe. An 
appreciation of this fact would go 
far to improve relations between 
the two countries . . . America is 
at least partly responsible for the 
present mess because of her inter- 
vention in the last war.” 

The Berlin radio’s attitude  to- 
wards Americans, American insti- 
tutions, and the American way of 
life is not always consistent, ob- 
serves the Center. German broad- 
casts are hostile to the President, 
Wall Street, and above all to the 
American press. On the other hand, 
German broadcasters praise Amer- 
ican traditions, America’s great 
historical figures, and America’s 
“simple homespun democracy.” 
Most curious is the Reichsender’s 
attitude towards economic indi- 
vidualism. At times it makes this 
the butt of scathing attacks; de- 
scribing private initiative as “pred- 
atory capitalism.” On other occa- 
sions it has nothing but admira- 
tion for what it terms “the Ameri- 
can spirit of enterprise,” and during 
the winter Berlin devoted a special 
series of talks to the careers of 
German immigrants who had “made 
good” in this country. 

Just before air attacks on Britain 
were intensified last week, Berlin 
broadcasters increased criticism of 
the United States, with the pos- 
sible intention of arousing fear 
of Germany and paralyzing any 
American action which might have 
favored Britain. Said one Ger- 
man speaker: “We do not expect 
more than a tainted neutrality 
from you.” Added another: “Long 
before Hitler was born, there was 
some friction between Washing- 
ton and Berlin.” 


‘Fifth Column’ Played Down. 


At present says the Center, the 
German radio apparently is_ at- 
tempting to confuse American 
listeners while pretending to ease 
their fear about the “fifth column,’ 
maintaining that the “fifth column” 
in the United States has no ex- 
istence in fact but is only a crea- 
tion of British propaganda. Ber- 
lin broadcasters at the same time 
declare: “Everybody you know 
can be a ‘fifth columnist.’ It is 
not the men who are so danger- 
ous, but the general unrest, grow- 
ing suspicion and fear.” 

Since the powerful Paris short- 
wave station fell into German 
hands, thus considerably strength- 
ening the Reich’s trans-Atlantic 
service, the British Broadcasting 
Co. has endeavored to meet the 
challenge by giving greater inter- 
est and more “pep” to its over- 
seas transmissions beamed at Can- 
ada and the United. States, the 
Princeton Listening Center reports. 

On May 28, London took the 
somewhat revolutionary step of in- 
stituting a new series of talks spe- 
cially addressed to and _ slanted 
for an American audience. This 
series, “Britain Speaks,” has en- 
deavored to meet some of the com- 
plaints and criticisms leveled at the 
British Broadcasting Co, by listen- 
ers at home and abroad. The tone 
is decidedly more frank, the pace 
livelier, the approach less “stand- 
offish.” The main two speakers, 
Vernon “Rartlett, M. P., former 
foreign correspondent for the Lon- 
don (Liberal) News Chronicle, and 
J. B. Priestley, the well known au- 
thor and playwright, are given un- 
usual latitude in what they say. 

Both of them are well placed to 
address Americans as they have 
been bitter critics of “appease- 
ment,” class privilege, red tape and 
official muddling. Both favor an 
intimate, colloquial style. 

One of the main objects of this 
new series, in the opinion of the 
Center, is to convince Americans 
that the “old order” in Albion’s isle 
is over and done with, and that a 
new England, freed from snobbery 
and the more obvious forms of eco- 
nomic injustice is rising out of the 
struggle against Hitlerism.

Exile’s New Book Declares 


Priest Who Edited and 
Rewrote Nazi Bible Was 
Later Shot at Fuehrer’s 
Order. 


DOLF HITLER’S “Mein 

Kampf,” the Bible of Nazi Ger- 

many, had its beginning in a 
device of Hitler’s fellow-prisoners 
t6 shut him up by turning him to 
literary composition, when his 
long-winded rantings had made 
him a nuisance, 

Otto Strasser, now Hitler’s “Pub- 
lic Enemy No. 1,” tells the story 
in his book “Hitler and I,” pub- 
lished today by Houghton Mifflin 
Co., Boston. Advance publication 
of the book’s last chaptet, entitled 
“Postscript, June 1, 1940,” was 
made by the Post-Dispatch Sunday, 
Aug. 4. 

Hitler and his fellow-conspirators 
in the Munich beer hall putsch of 
November, 1923, were imprisoned 
in the fortress of Landsberg, Ba- 
varia, Hitler and three others for 
five-year terms, and a group in- 
cluding Gregor Strasser, brother 
of Otto Strasser, for 18 months or 
less, 

Landsberg was a most comfort- 
able place of confinement, the au- 
thor relates, “more like a military 
club than a prison.” The prison- 
ers, Who enjoyed leisure and some 
luxuries, “would have been very 
happy indeed but for the unfor- 
tunate tendency of ‘the man on the 
first floor’ to make interminable 
speeches. Needless to say, ‘the 
man on the first floor’ was Adolf 
Hitler. 


Respite From Eloquence. 


“The conspirators downstairs held 
a council-of war to discuss ways 
and means of protecting themselves 
from Adolf’s» eloquence. Gregor 
Strasser had the brilliant idea of 
trying to persuade him to write a 
book. 

“The suggestion that he should 
write his memoirs was therefore 
gently and tactfully put to him. 
Adolf positively leapt at it. Hence- 
forward Strasser and the others on | 
the ground floor were able to drink 
and play cards in peace.” 

Rudolf Hess, also a prisoner at 
Landsberg, helped in the work of 
composition, taking dictation pa- 
tiently. “Adolf could be sure,” 
Strasser says, “that Rudolf would 
swallow without complaint the his- 
torical inaccuracies and extrava- 
gant diatribes of which the ‘mas- 
ter’ unburdened himself. 


“In its original form,” the writer 
continues, “Mein Kampf was a 
veritable hotch-potch of common- 
places, schoolboy reminiscences, 
personal opinions, expressions of 
personal animosity. The whole was 
written in the style of a fifth-form 
schoolboy and a not very intelli- 
gent one at that. Only a single 
chapter, if I am to believe Father 
Staempfle, who twice revised the 
entire manuscript, was really orig- 
inal. This was the chaper on 
propaganda, 


“Good Father Staempfle, a priest 
of great learning, editor of a paper 
at Miessbach, spent months rewrit- 
ing and editing Mein Kampf. He 
eliminated the more flagrant in- 
accuracies and the _ excessively 
childish platitudes. Hitler never 
forgave Father Staempfle for get- 
ting to know his weaknesses so 
well. He had him murdered by a 
‘special death squad’ on the night 
of June 30, 1934.” 


Fun Poked at Book. 


At a Nazi party gathering in 
Nuremburg in 1927, Strasser re- 
counts, the subject of Hitler’s book 
came up at a dinner, from which 
the leader was absent. Strasser 
had quoted some passages of the

A Plan for Defense. 
Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is being said that we need conscrip- 

tion. We are told that a huge army is 
necessary and of vital importance for an 
invincible national defense. Is this so? 

In England today there is a_ well- 
equipped army of about 2,000,000 men. 
Hitler defeated anc humiliated in less 
than a month an army—the supposedly 
magnificent French army—of far supe- 
rior numbers and military might and 
experience. 

He undoubtedly could do the same to 
the English army if he could but meet it. 

What is preventing him from doing 
this? Why has he not invaded England? 
Is it because he fears the vast numbers 
in the British army? Ridiculous. It is 
because he is being restrained by a com- 
bination of four much more vital factors: 

1. The 22 miles of bumpy ocean between 
the British Isles and the continent. 

2. The powerful British navy. 

3. The small but highly efficient Royal 
Air Force. 

4. The almost impossible task of organ- 
izing a land attack from open beaches. 

Now, give England three or four times 
as many planes as she had, together with 
a like number of pilots of the caliber she 
now has, and then double the size of 
her already powerful navy, and what 
would be the state of affairs? Hitler 
would be trying to figure out how to 
stave off defeat, instead of how to invade 
Britain. 

What does this add up to? 

A logical conclusion would indicate that 
our national defense lies in: 

1. Our strategic position 3000 miles 
from Europe. 

2. Our authorized two-ocean navy that 
would be larger and more powerful than 
all European navies combined. 

3. An air army and corps of highly 
trained pilots that would dwarf Ger- 
many’s and England’s combined, 

4. A well-equipped, intensely trained, 
completely motorized, .mechanized and 
organized—and efficiently managed—reg- 
ular army of 500,000 men. 

These four things, and not conscription, 
Such a 
defense would be much more practical 
and efficient than a huge number of 
civilian soldiers who could at best go 
only half-heartedly into compulsory mili- 
tary training. 

Let’s get the 500,000 men the right way, 
by voluntary enlistment, but shorten the 
time required to be in the army from 
three years to 18 months, and raise the 
pay to $60 a month. . 

This would be cheaper than 1,500,000 or 
2,000,000 men at $30 per month. It would 
fill the ranks quickly and leave plenty of 
volunteers on reserve.

TREMBLING IN THE BALANCE. 

The people of the United States are being pushed 
and pulled into the European war. Witness, among 
a hundred other symptoms, the Associated Press re- 
port in today’s Post-Dispatch that a military alliance 
with the United States is being sought by Great 
Britain. If the people do not want to enter the war— 
and the polis of public opinion show they are dead 
against it—they had better make their position 
known. They had better make it known now. In six 
months, two months, one month, it may be too late. 

The last war cost us more than 40 billions of 
dollars and 126,000 men killed or died and 234,000 
wounded. What did it settle? Instead of settling 
anything, it set the stage for the present war—which 
Winston Churchill yesterday said is a continuation 
of the first World War. It'set the stage for a great 
world-wide revolution of Nazi-ism, Fascism and 
Communism. If we get into the present war, it is 
good-by to our democracy. It is bankruptcy. It 
means years of blood and woe. 

There is only one reason why the United States 
should go to war, and that is in defense of itself. 
Our supreme job just now is to strengthen our de- 
fenses. It will take years to build up our navy and 
our army for self-defense. Let’s get busy. 

Meanwhile, events are moving swiftly. Yesterday 
in the House of Commons Mr. Churchill appealed to 
the United States for warships. He was perfectly 
justified in doing so, because many of our leaders 
are advocating just such a thing. Our own defenses 
are 80 weak that we have recently appropriated the 
vast sum of 10 billions of dollars to repair them, but 
some of our leaders want to strip our navy, first of 
destroyers, and then possibly of capital ships. 

If Mr. Churchill can get 50 American destroyers, 
then the United States is in the war. To turn part 
of our navy over to the British is an act of war. 
It is war. 

Mr. Roosevelt knows this. Mr. Bullitt knows this. 
Messrs. Hull and Welles know this. It is plain as 
a pikestaff. It is being represented, however, as a 
method “short of war,” one of the methods the coun- 
try has been flirting with for the last year. 

But the cat is out of the bag. The spokesmen for 
intervention are becoming bolder and bolder, count- 
ing on what they believe to be the public’s willing- 
ness to be led by the nose. For example, the syndi- 
cated columnist, David Lawrence, says: 


The question of sending 50 destroyers befogs 
the real issue. What England needs is the help 
of the entire United States navy in the Atlantic 
and such air force as can be utilized in overseas 
combat or in protecting her merchant shipping. 


Is that also short of war? Or would jt be one of 
those “tragic decisions,” to use a phrase from Mr. 
Roosevelt’s famous “I hate war” speech of 1936, that 
lead straight to war? 

Many persons were moved by Ambassador Bullitt’s 
eloquent radio speech of last Sunday. What did that 
speech mean? David Lawrence tells us: 


What Ambassador Bullitt logically contends for 
is American participation in the war. A frank 
statement along that line would do far more to 
crystallize public opinion in America than to ask 
for 50 destroyers, when it is known that this is 
really but a symbol of British requirements. 


We commend Mr. Lawrence on his honesty. He is 
telling the simple, stark truth that the 50-destroyer 
proposal is a Trojan horse to get us into the war— 
all the way. 

Mr. Roosevelt, says Mr. Lawrence, is unwilling to 
take responsibility in an election year for the trans- 
fer of the 50 destroyers. He therefore is using 
spokesmen like Gen. Pershing and Mr. Bullitt to ad- 
vocate this fatal measure. Mr. Roosevelt is not 
sure that the country would follow him if he ad- 
vocated outright entrance into the war. So he is 
trying to ease us in by the back door. 

If they want us to get into this war, if the argu- 
ments of Mr. Bullitt and others are valid that we 
must get in as a measure of self-defense, let our 
leaders tell us so openly, frankly, candidly. The 
fact is that their arguments are faulty, as faulty as 
Mr. Bullitt’s comparison of the Atlantic Ocean with 
the Maginot line. 

The Germans did not originally enter France 
through the Maginot line. They entered France at a 
point to which the Maginot line, through the criminal 
carelessness of the French Government, was not ex- 
tended. Aside from this, there is not a competent 
military or naval expert in the world who would sup- 
port the comparison Mr. Bullitt made between a land 
fortification and a 3000-mile ocean. Twenty-two 
short miles of water, the distance between Calais 
and Dover, as a matter of fact, may save Britain. 

The vast majority of Americans are pro-British for 
reasons both practical and idealistic. But the time 
has come, in this tragically serious situation, for 
Americans to be pro-American first. This is not 
selfishness. This is not narrow isolationism. This 
is the first law of nature—self-preservation. 

Our country must be on guard—on guard against 
its own reckless leadership that is now on the verge 
of plunging us into the war—plunging us into a war 
for which we are woefully unprepared, as the Naval 
Committee of the United States Senate pointed out 
last spring—into a war which may damage our free 
institutions beyond repair. 
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Fifty-five Belleville men have accepted a mine in 
lieu of over-due wages. Unfortunately, it’s a coal 
mine and not a gold mine. 
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AN IMPORTANT PUBLIC HEALTH STEP. 

City Health Commissioner Bredeck has compiled 
and issued publicly a list of 33 clinical laboratories 
in St. Louis which have been approved for making 
standard tests for syphilis. 

This is, as Dr. Bredeck terms it, a major advance 
in the city’s campaign against venereal disease. One 
of the greatest handicaps in the battle to bring 
syphilis under control has been the proneness of in- 
fected persons to go to quacks for treatment. The 
common result is that treatment is stopped after a 
few trips to the “doctor” and nothing is benefited 
save the bankroll of the quack.: 

Publication of the approved clinics is an important 
step toward local control of a dread disease. 
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WARNING TO MR. WILLKIE. 

It was a grand gesture when Mr. Willkie, in his ac- 
ceptance speech, challenged F. D. R. to a series of 
debates. The crowd howled with approval in the 
greatest burst of applause during the entire address. 
Some of the high points of American politics have 
taken place on the debating platform, the celebrated 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, those between Alf and 
Fiddling Bob Taylor of Tennessee, being examples. 
For opponents to meet each other face to face in 
verbal battle appeals to Americans’ sense of contest. 

In the case of Mr. Willkie, it was perfectly safe 
for him to invoke this old American political tradi- 
tion because it was practically certain the Presi- 


dent would not take up the challenge. But now Mr. 
Willkie saye he is going to keep on asking the Presi- 
dent to debate with him and if, one day, Fireside 
Franklin should suddenly accept, the Boy from El- 
wood might find himself in a mell of a hess. Be- 
cause Fireside Franklin is an oratorical humdinger, 
while the Republican candidate is only a preliminary 
boy, so far as the microphone is concerned. 

Mr. Willkie might practice up by taking on Nor- 
man Thomas, who says he would like to meet him. 
But the perennial, rather quadrennial Socialist can- 
didate carries a lethal oratorical wallop, too. Per- 
haps Mr. Willkie had better let the whole matter 


drop. 
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THE BATTLE OF THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

In spite of the fact that the Battle of Britain is 
claiming the headlines these days, and in spite of the 
fact that the theorists have long been calling the 
|world’s latest blood bath a one-front war, another 
conflict is in progress—a conflict that among all the 
campaigns of history may, in its consequences, rank 
second only to the struggle for Britain. This is the 
Battle of the Mediterranean. 

Strictly speaking, it is not confined to the wine- 
colored sea of the ancients. It has fronts, too, on the 
parched sands of Africa, and the battle blaze may 
spread almost any day to Moslem Arabia, the sprin- 
kled isles of the Aegean and even beyond the Sublime 
Porte to the Black Sea. 

This battle is being fought by the Italians, and its 
immediate objective is clear. The British flotilla 
is still in a strong position in the Mediterranean. 
It has driven Mussolini’s ships back to their bases. 
It may not have kept open the life line of the Em- 
pire, but it has choked off all supplies that might 
come to Italy by sea. 

This fleet, of course, needs supplies, too. So far, 
it is getting them at Alexandria and through the 
Red Sea and the Suez Canal. With the collapse of 
British Somaliland, the Italians are now on the 
Straits of Bab el Mendab, across from Aden in 
Arabia. Even without the seizure of that British 
base, they now threaten British control of the south- 
ern approach to the Red Sea-Suez route. Mean- 
while, they are pushing their northern campaign, 
launched from Libya against Egypt, the northern 
terminus of the canal and the Nile delta. If this 
succeeds, the British navy will have to look toward 
Greece and Turkey. 

British diplomacy is working feverishly—and ap- 
parently with some success—in this quarter. And 
the Italians are creating “incidents” such as the 
torpedoing of the Greek warship Hella in the 
Cyclades. Further, an attack on Greece is almost 
sure to involve Turkey. 

Such a grand strategy, certainly, was not elabo- 
rated merely to rid the Italian coasts of the menace 
of an enemy fleet. That may be its short range 
accomplishment, but in the long run, it may well 
mean the transmutation of the British Empire—an 
objective about as great as anything that may be 
gained by victory in the Battle of Britain. 

Victory would make Italy the dominant Power in 
Africa and Arabia, and the master of the Eastern 
Mediterranean. In the west, the Gibraltar garrison 
would find itself between Italian guns and those of 
Franco, who is so heavily indebted to Mussolini. 

The Duce would also find himself in a position 
to deal with the turbulent Balkans, and he would 
control the approach to Russia’s southern Black Sea 
ports. That is the obvious explanation for the cur- 
rent activities of Nazi and Soviet diplomats. 

The explanation that England has encouraged this 
war to create a diversion is hard to accept in view of 
all that is at stake. It seems more logical to believe 
that here, as in the Orient, Britain has decided to 
sacrifice everything for the defense of the home- 
land. If that can be held, there is hope that these 
portions of the empire may be reclaimed another day. 

Meanwhile, Mussolini is making his bid for a 
latter-day Roman Empire, and all the lands around 
the Augustan Mare Nostrum are “steel-dark and 
bristled o’er with shields and spears.”

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BASES SHOULD BE BOUGHT, NOT LEASED. 

Lord Halifax, England’s Foreign Secretary, told 
the House of Lords yesterday that the United States 
and Britain had reached an agreement in principle 
for the leasing of British possessions in the Western 
Hemisphere to the United States. 

Negotiations for vital bases in Newfoundland, Ber- 
muda and the West Indies have, therefore, gone 
much farther than the American public had been led 
to believe. That is all to the good—for, if our pre- 
paredness drive is to make any sense, we certainly 
Should have those strategic bits of land. That is 
something that the Post-Dispatch has pointed out 
time and time again. 

What is wrong with the picture now is the price 
that we are expected to pay and the tenure that we 
are to get. There should be an outright transfer to 
the United States in feturn for the cancellation of 
England’s war debt—and that would be to pay Britain 
a handsome price, indeed. 

Instead, there is talk of a 99-year lease—just as 
though Washington were looking for an office-build- 
ing site. Even Senator Wheeler is ready to accept 
this—for cancellation of half the British debt. 

However, there is more than a suspicion that the 
real consideration involved in the negotiations are 
those 50 “obsolete” destroyers. Winston Churchill 
has explained that the transfer of territory and the 
transfer of ships are two different and separate mat- 
ters. Nevertheless, the one is rarely mentioned 
without the other. 

We do not believe the American people want such 
a bargain. Should we be plunged into the war for a 
few islands? Those possessions are of value to us 
only insofar as they can keep war away from our 
door. We do not want them as a stepping stone into 
war. 

Further, we want them to have and to hold. We 
want them in fee simple, accompanied by a warranty 
deed. So long as they are under lease, they are 
British possessions. If, through great misfortune. 
the fate of France should be England’s, too, how 
can we be sure that a lease signed in the name of 
George VI will be honored by a man who signs him- 
self A. Hitler? 

We should have full sovereignty so that if ever 
we must defend the possessions, we shall be defend- 
ing something that is our own.

ELWOOD, Ind., Aug. 16. 
ENDELL Willkie has said that the 
Witory of Elwood is the story of Amer- 
ica. It is a morbid idea. 

If true, it means that cupidity, exploita- 
tion, muronic leadership and decadence are 
our story. Fortunately, Elwood is a carica- 
ture of America, not a portrait. It is Amer- 
ica at its fantastic worst. 

Elwood is now a city of about 11,000 and 
looks like any other American city that size 
except that everything in it is old. Nothing 
has been built for years. It stopped grow- 
ing around the turn of the century and noth- 
ing much has happened in the last 40 years. 
Its physical growth was stunted when the 
supply of natural gas ran out. When its 
mental growth stopped is a matter of opin- 
ion—certainly a long time ago. 

This year its industries have been the 
tomato festival and the Willkie nomination. 
Transitory as both of them are, they are 
something. Drouth has taken the tomatoes 
and gossip has wilted the Willkie boom, 
Almost everyone involved will lose money 
on both events. They won’t know that, 
though, until it is all over. 

At the moment, they are under the spell 
of Homer Capehart, the big music-box man 
from Southern Indiana, impresario of the 
1936 cornfield conference, and a go-getter 
any way you look at him—a revolving go- 
getter. He is around telling the merchants 
how to cash in, buying up crops to make 
way for parking space, ordering the roads 
salted down to prevent dust, and otherwise 
running the community. 

Nobody in Elwood thought about the mon- 
ey-losing possibilities of the Willkie notifi- 
cation until Capehart came along. He has 
shown them a lot and the time will come, 
no doubt, when he will have to stay away 


from Elwood to miss his own lynching. 
* * * 


Elwood has been riding the wrong horse 
almost from the start. It has a feeling that 
Wendell Willkie is the wrong horse, too. But 
Capehart has convinced its citizens that 
they had better shut up about that, at least 
until the notification is over. 

The thing started in 1887 when it was 
discovered that the Pennsylvania gas field 
extended into Indiana. Until then, Elwood 
had just sort of rocked along as a general 
store, a mill and a place for farmers to come 
on Saturday night. 

Originally the town was called Quincy, 
later Duck Creek. It didn’t know its own 
strength, whatever the name, until gas was 
discovered and a man named William Mc- 
Kinley told the town in 1892 about the pos- 
sibilities of a tariff to protect infant in- 
dustry. 

Its infant industry had been established

two years earlier by two young fellows from 
another part of the State, William B. Leeds 
and Daniel G. Reid. The industry was tin 
plate, and Mr. McKinley, then a Congress- 
man, got a 2'%-cents-a-pound duty on tin 
plate to protect the American worker’s full 
dinner pail. Mr, Leeds and Mr. Reid, no 
dopes, imported Welsh tin-platers to man 
their factories and filled their dinner pails 
with Old World rations. Elwood has been 
low wage and open shop ever since. 

One of the Welshmen imported to protect 
the American’ worker from exposure to work 
was James J. Davis, later Secretary of Labor 
in the Hoover Cabinet and Republican Sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania. He is called “Pud- 
dler Jim,” and he once lived in Elwood.

—youngsters left over from the era of Welsh

Right now, about a fifth of the citizens 
of Elwood are on relief. Because Elwood 
is the one city in Indiana where the admin- 
istration, whether Republican or Democrat- 
ic, doesn’t have any truck with the WPA, 
most of the destitute are on the township. 

In June, the last month for which figures 
are available, 1720 Elwoodians were sub- 
sisting on grocery orders provided by the 
Township of Pipe Creek, which was spend- 
ing about $80,000 a year on them. The town- 
ship allows a family without children $1.25 
a week for groceries—25 cents a week addi- 
tional for each child. If a family has 10 
children, it gets $4 a week to feed them. 

There is one WPA project in town—em- 
ploying 83 persons, who get an average of 
about $50 a month. They are the fortunate. 
Elwoodians who have to go out and pick 
tomatoes find themselves competing with 


labor imported from Kentucky, Texas and. 


Mexico, and they can’t make anything like 
$50 a month. 

The only industrial concern in town doing 
much of anything is the Monticello Manu- 
facturing Co. It is making Willkie-for-Pres- 
ident signs. It has recently been cited by 
the National Labor Relations Board for in- 
terfering with a CIO union and still more 
recently there have been complaints that it 
is violating the wage-and-hour law.

tual aid and protection with ein- 
ployes of textile mills in Manches- 
ter.” 

The Waumbec Mills contended 
that the National Labor Act did not 
cover an employer’s action until a 
contract of hire had been made and 
consummated. Both experienced 
textile workers, the two men con- 
tended that jobs had been promised 
them in June, 1937, by William 
Zopfi, mill superintendent, but sub- 
sequently he had told them their 
labor records had been investigat- 
ed and that no employment was 
available to them. Both men had 
been officers of a textile union. 

The Labor Board’s decision was 
upheld by Judges Calvert Magruder 
and John C, Mahoney, with Judge 
John A. Peters dissenting. 

The board found in December 
that Chartier was entitled to $1600 
back pay and Geoffrion to $772.75, 
the amounts representing the dif- 
ference between the total they 
would have received if they had ob- 
tained jobs in the Waumbec Mills 
and that which they have earned 
since June, 1937.

DIAGNOSIS: There are three 
classic methods for winning votes, 
whether you are running for 
President or for a local office. 
First, if you are lined up with 
either of the two major parties 
and have the nomination, you can 
count on the conservative party 
vote, which may equal 40 per cent 
of the ballots cast.

the party holds up before them. 
You gain their ballots, therefore, because of the momentum of 
the machine which you are riding.

SECOND, a strong candidate should have personal pulling 
power. This may be obtained in numerous ways. If he is rela- 
tively unknown, but is suddenly looming upon the public hori- 
zon for a national office, he may promise the farmers higher 
prices, the city folks lower prices, the laboring men shorter 
hours, and the industrialists higher tariffs and reduced taxes. 
This behavior constitutes a mass of verbal promissory notes 
which are usually impossible of redemption. Some men corral 
enough votes, however, by such pledges and promises of the 
“full dinner pail” that they can gain the election, even though 
they may lose the friendship of those same voters when they 
fail to deliver the promised prosperity. .

A WINNING candidate almost invariably must 
his election, not necessarily by such promises or by secretly 
paying cash for ballots, but by doing something which puts 
the public in his debt. George Washington, Andrew Jackson, 
Gen. Grant and Teddy Roosevelt by their war records made the 
public feel under obligation to them, so the people cast their 
ballots as a grateful repayment of this war debt. 

It is unfortunate that outstanding men cannot put the 
public in their debt by other devices than military leader- 
ship. A man who would discover a simple and sure cure for 
cancer might thus conceivably place so many people in his 
debt, that their resulting gratitude would render him an excel-

HME Polynesian motif has finally caught up with swing—at 
T least it has on Broadway—and now the Onyx Club is fol- 

lowing the lead of the Beachcomber, the Hurricane, the 
Pago Pago Club, and the Hawaiian room, a transition that many 
wouldn't have believed possible a 
few years ago. Once the cradle of 
swing, the Onyx first achieved 
the limelight around Christmas, 
1935, when Farley and Riley drove 
everybody crazy with “The Music 
Goes "Round and 'Round.” It con-

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Hay Fever Is 
Never Cured, 
Says Doctor

é6 OCTOR, what would you 
D do if you had hay fever?” 

That question is perfectly 
fair and puts it up squarely to the 
medical advisor. 

To start with psychology, try to 
understand the nature of hay fever. 
Medical science is quite definite 
on that point: there is no reason 
for false ideas. It is due to the 
effect of the pollen grains from cer- 
tain plants, thrown in the air in 
great profusion in the conjunctival 
sac of the eye, the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose, and the bron- 
chial muscles of certain sensitized 
individuals. 

Second, it is important to face 
the fact of experience that hay 
fever is never cured. That saves 
a lot of time and expense. It serves 
to avoid such treatments as those, 
for instance, which aim at the de- 
struction of the mucous membrane 
of -the nose. Diet, exercise, physi- 
cal condition and the kind of life 
you lead have nothing to do with 
the case. You might as well try 
to stop an invading army by going 
on a vegetable diet. 

The best treatment is to take a 
vacation during the season and go 
to a resort where there is freedom 
—the mountains, the seashore, the 
northern Great Lake country, Can- 
ada. For some, of course, this ad- 
vice is impractical. 

The most comfortable and ef- 
fective thing for the stay-at-home 
is an air conditioned room with a 
window filter. For an average 
bedroom there are many such win- 
dow filters on the market which 
are cheap and practical. Your fur- 
niture dealer ought to know about 
them. If you can equip both your 
bedroom and your day working 
quarters this way, well and good. 
If only the bedroom, at least that 
affords great relief. 

Whether I would take “shots” of 
the offending pollen or not depends 
again on circumstances. They take 
time and they are by no means in- 
expensive. Furthermore they are 
quite uncertain. 

Unquestionably in certain cases 
they do prevent. No expert, how- 
ever, can explain on a theoretical 
basis why they should work. If 
hay fever is a form of allergy and 
if all allergy is fundamentally ana- 
phylaxis, which is what the ex- 
perts claim, then every dose of 
vaccine no matter how small should 
make the victim worse. 

The claim is made in general 
that 80 per cent of cases get com- 
plete or partial relief. But these 
claims are mostly from the region 
east of the Alleghenies, or west of 
the Rockies. For the Mississippi 
Valley where hay fever pollenation 
is thick and abundant I should be 
inclined to believe the percentage 
of relief was closer to 25 per cent.

Bidding Hand 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE correct appraisal of every 
T via must take into considera- 
tion two separate and distinct 
factors. The first, of course, is 
whether the offensive and defen- 
sive playing value of the hand has 
been accurately calculated; the 
second, and perhaps even more im- 
portant, is whether the player's es- 
timate of his own holding has 
been expressed in terms that are 
perfectly lucid. 

The bidding in today’s hand is a 
striking example of the close co- 
operation possible between two ex- 
pert partners. 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 


North East South 

Pass Pass 4 diamonds 
Pass Pass 4 spades 
Pass Pass Pass 


After two passes South was justi- 
fied in feeling that his own lack of 
defensive values indicated a strong 
holding in the West position. 
South’s four diamond pre-emptive 
bid was, therefore, the garden vari- 
ety shutout effort aimed at pre 
venting the opponents from getting 
together. Naturally, West refused 
to be shut out with his excellent 
heart suit and outside honor 
strength. When the bidding re 
turned to South he saw that his 
first effort had been in vain, but 
now, instead of blindly “sacrific- 
ing” at five diamonds, he seized 
the opportunity that possession of 
the higher ranking spade suit gave 
him. The terrific disproportion be- 
tween his diamond and spade hold- 
ings did not worry him. In bid- 
ding four spades he felt absolutely 
confident that his partner would 
visualize that disproportion, and 
that unless he were perfectly satis- 
fied with spades he would give a 
diamond preference. 

When West doubled four spades 
and North and East passed, it re- 
quired sublime faith on the part of 
South to stand by his guns rather 
than return to the comparatively 
safe haven of his diamond suit. It 
goes without saying that this faith 
was based on knowledge of his 
partner’s bridge sense. Had he 
been coupled to the ostrich type of 
player, the type that sticks its head 
under the table whenever trouble 
is brewing, he would have been 
wiser to run from his own four- 
spade bid as from the plague. But 
he knew that this particular North 
would not sit silent when it was 
obvious that his co-operation was 
urgently needed. North’s pass to 
four spades doubled was in this 
particular instance tantamount to 
a redouble in so far as acceptance 
went. 

There was nothing to the play. 
West opened the heart king and 
continued with the ace, South ruf- 
fing the latter. The queen of spades 
now was led, West winning and 
continuing with the jack of hearts. 
South ruffed with the jack of 
spades and led his remaining small 
trump toward dummy. West ducked 
this round, but dummy’s spade con- 
tinuation forced him to accept the 
king. Declarer’s long diamond suit 
and club ace then easily brought 
home the contract. 

Obviously five diamonds could 
not have been made. In fact, it 
would have been defeated two 
tricks by east’s ruffing the third

THE VOICE of PRINCE CHARMING 


Baritone Harry Stockwell, Now at Muny 


Opera, Made Recordings for Picture 
"Snow White"—Waited in Vain for Real 
Role in Movies Despite Big Build-Up.

HAR” Y STOCKWELL ENJOYS A HOT DOG AND A SOFT DRINK 
BETWEEN REHEARSALS AT MUNICIPAL OPERA. 


E HAVE just spent a pleasant 
afternoon out at the Municipal 
Opera’ interviewing Prince 
Charming, and lest you think we 
sound slightly tetched in the head, 
We assure you that the Prince, or 
at least the voice of the Prince, 
really is in town. 

You remember, of course, the 
film, “Snow White,” of several 
years back, all about the beautiful 
heroine, the handsome Prince and 
the seven dwarfs, who had their 
creator, Walt Disney, whistling 
while they worked. Well, the voice 
that sang and spoke for the beau- 
tiful but dumb drawing of the 
Prince was that of Harry Stock- 
well, now at the local opera, a 
young, blond and very personable 
young man, who might, except for 
the pink-tinged suntan and the 
suspenders he was wearing, double 
for the Prince photographically as 
well as vocally. 

“It was a swell experience play- 
ing in ‘Snow White,’” said Stock- 
well, whose vocabulary is more Joe 
College than Prince Charming. 
“even though I had to spend the 
next year being introduced every 
place I went as the Prince. When 
I got the part I had been out in 
Hollywood under contract to M-G-M 
for a year and a half, but I’d had 
only six weeks’ work and the rest 
of the time I’d loafed around play- 
ing tennis. Someone from the Dis- 
ney studios heard me sing in a 
concert with the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra and asked me 
to take a test. As I remember it, 
they said, ‘We've tried everybody 
else, we might as well try you.’ 

“Luckily it turned out that I had 
the right type voice, a lyric bari- 
tone. Since the Prince had been 
taken from the drawings in fairy 
tale books, he was a little too 
pretty and they had to be careful 
not to get too tenor-y a voice. Dis- 
ney at first was all for using a 


W 


- high tenor but the boys talked him 


out of it. They said it would make 
him sound like too much of a sissy. 
My voice had: just enough of a 
manly quality and still was roman- 
tic enough for Disney. 

“It was a very difficult picture 
to make. The songs were all pre- 
recorded just as they are for a 
regular picture. We did our re- 
cording, and then the animators 


made the pictures to fit our voices. 
We worked on a great big sound 
stage with a microphone hanging 
overhead and a piano way over 
to the side because they didn’t want 
the sound of a piano in the pic- 
ture, so you could hear it just 
very faintly and it was a strain 
trying to pick up the notes. 

“Disney is a most exacting fel- 
low to work for, which probably 
explains why his things are so 
great. "We did at least 50 takes 
on ‘One Song’. Then there were 
those lines at the beginning of the 
picture where the prince first en- 
ters. Remember, he said, ‘Hello 
——don’t go away.’ Well, we did 
that over and over, and then when 
I thought it was all finished, the 
animators—they’re really the direc- 
tors—called me back, and said 
since Snow White was running 
away from me, I’d have to project 
my voice alittle more. So we 
did it again until it was satisfac- 
tory. 

“Two weeks later they called me 
up and I said, ‘How did I do— 
did Disney like it?’ and they said, 
‘Well—he liked the Hello.’” 

It was a bit ironical, as Walter 
Winchell pointed out in one of the 
‘New York Novelettes’ in his col- 
umn, that Stockwell had worked 
his way up to the position of an 
established singer in New York, 
was much commended there for 
his voice, his youth, and his good 
looks, and then went to Hollywood 
for his ‘big chance’ in a picture 
in which he did not once appear. 
and in which he received no bill- 


ing whatsoever. Actually a lot of 
experience had slipped by before 
Stockwell became the prince, ex- 
perience that goes all the way 
back to his first voice lessons in 
his home town, Kansas City. 
* * # 
ras ES, I’m a fellow Missouri- 
Y an,” he said with accents on 
the “sooey.” “In fact four 
members of the Disney company 
were from Kansas City, among 
them the fellow who plays Donald 
Duck’s voice; he went to high 
school with me. I started out 
working on the Kansas City Jour- 
nal-Post. The wife of the pub- 
lisher went to the same voice teach. 
er that I did and she got me the 
job as assistant to the music critic. 


Gh LG AAIOR IY 
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Goodman Ace of the Easy Aces 
was on the paper at the same time 
and he was one of the first to 
encourage me to try the theatrical 
racket. 

“I worked for the Journal-Post 
for two years and during the sec- 
ond summer, while I was handling 
the music page, Howard Hansen, 
director of the Eastman School of 
Music came to Kansas City on a 
visit and I went to see him for an 
interview. I happened to tell him 
of my singing ambitions, so he 
turned the interview around and 
heard me sing and offered me a 
scholarship. 

“T gave him a terrific story,” he 
laughed, “and when I sent it to 
him I added a note, ‘By the way, 
how am I going to eat while I’m 
in school?’ and he sent back a 
letter telling me I could be as- 
sistant to the publicity manager. 
I studied for a year at the school, 
under John Charles Thomas’ teach- 
er, and then he sent me to the 
Shuberts and they put me ina 
show. It was one beautiful, quick 
flopperoo, and what’s worse I had 
three of them in a row and ended 
up starving for a while. Finally 
I got a job with the Roxy Theater 
the last year Roxy was there— 
that in itself, dates me—and from 
there I went into radio and Earl 
Carroll’s Vanities. On the air I 
sang on the Paul Whiteman show. 

“M-G-M found me when I was 
singing at a hotel in one of those 
morning musicales for some society 
dames. It was the kind of affair 
that they send all the cub report- 
ers on, so I got a lot of publicity 
as a ‘new find,’ and that called 
M-G-M’s attention to me. I’d been 
banging at their door for a year 
trying to get screen tests and then 
they ‘discovered’ me.” 

Aside from “Snow White” and 
his other big film, “Here Comes the 
Band” in which he played with 
Virginia .Bruce and Ted Lewis, 
Stockwell’s experiences were dis- 
appointing. 

“After ‘Here Comes the Band’ 
they gave me.a big build up,” he re-
